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Excuses Can’t Be Cashed 


Plenty of excuses can be invented for 
refusing to buy Victory Bonds, But not one 
of them will help a bit five or ten years 
from now if the inventor happens to need 
money and has none saved up. That is 
where a bond will be a ready help in time 
of trouble. It can be sold, for these premier 
securities are always in demand, particu- 
larly keen demand at times when condi- 
tions are sluggish and other investments 
are not attractive. 

Patriotism aside, self-interest makes 
the buying of these bonds a matter of plain 
sense. Of course one can save money 
otherwise, if he has the steady resolution 
to keep from drawing it out of the bank 
or pulling it out of his pocket and spending 
it for things he doesn’t really need. But 
not very m_ay people cash bonds for friv- 
olous or unnecessary purposes, The money 
invested in a bond is felt to be money that 
has been definitely put away for the 
rainy day. For that reason bonds are a 
better security against future need than 
the equivalent amount of cash in bank or in 
the pocket. Money put into a bond is more 
likely to “stay put” until it is actually re- 
quired.

Nocturnal Transportation 


No one can quarrel with the new gaso- 
line ration for taxicabs. It is a national 
and war necessity. Yet it does precipitate 
a serious transportation problem in Ed- 
monton that will have to be solved one way 
or another. 

In the first place, unless we can find 
some substitute transportation, the two 
o'clock pass will disappear out of the lives 
of members of the armed forces, This nec- 
essary bit of relaxation will become a thing 
of the past until some way is found to get 
the belated sailor, soldier or airman back 
to his barracks after a well-earned evening 
of play. 

In the second place, emergency night 
travel will be brought to a halt. People 
summoned out in cases of sickness or ac- 
cident will be completely handicapped. 

As a matter of fact, we will be worse 
off than we were fifty years ago, because 
the facilities for horse travel, which ex- 
isted then, are now gope. 

A definite responsibility seems to fall 
upon the city council in this emergency. It 
is unthinkable that a city of this size 
should be utterly without transportation 
after midnight. 

An itinerant bus or street car service 
throughout all the night hours seems to 
be the obvious solution, The question of 
cost is secondary to the question of essen- 
tial convenience. 

This is a matter that civic officials 
should consider without loss of time.

In New Guinea the Japs are about back 
where they started from, the Buna base, 
on the north coast. Their retreat was not 
part of a voluntary withdrawal from the 
island, for a convoy carrying 7,000 rein- 
forcement troops tried unsuccessfully to 
land at Buna, They are where they are be- 
cause they were out-generalled and out- 
fought. 

In the Solomons the enemy has met an 
equally positive reverse. The Jap naval 
forces massed in that area to recapture the 
Henderson airfield were badly mauled 
by U.S. aircraft and naval craft, and the 
marines and soldiers defending the air- 
field staged a local but successful of- 
fensive, which may or may not be develop- 
ed into a major effort to clear the reinforc- 
ed Jap land troops out of the island. 

This does not mean that the Japanese 
power in the island theatre has been 
broken. The attacking forces will be 
strengthened and reformed, for more and 
heavier blows. But it is due to the Allied 
commanders and naval, land and air forces 
there to recognize that they have met the 
enemy on terms which were certainly not 
favorable and have beaten him. 

Washington makes the gratifying an- 
nouncement that fresh Allied reinforce- 
ments are arriving daily in the Solomons 
a sufficient indication of who controls the 
sea lanes, The Australians in New Guinea 
are no doubt also being strengthened and 
plentifully supplied. If the enemy is pre- 
paring heavier blows—as he doubtless is— 
he will also have to take a harder pummel- 
ing. He has never won yet where the Al- 
lies had corresponding strength in men and 
machines,

The Up Grade 


The report of the commissioners on the 
progress of civic affairs during the first 
nine months of the year makes good read- 
ing. More tax-money was paid in than dur- 
ing any preceding term, exceeding last 
year’s record sum by a good margin. As 
the collections were well in excess of the 
levy for the year, the clearing off of 
rears is shown to be continuing, 

More tax sale lands and properties 
were disposed of than last year. Building 
permits showed a gain upwards of half a 
million dollars from 
and despite the scarcity of materials new 
houses built number 435 against 456. Bank 
clearings jumped more than $39,000,000

precedented turn-over of mone, Gross 
utilities revenues were up 98 per cent 


There were more electric light and powel 


users, more Street railway passengers, 
more telephone users, more customers of 
the waterworks department, and more 
power was sold than last year. 

The population has grown from 93,924 
to 95,725 during the year, not counting 
transients and military personnel. Pro- 
perty assessed for taxes is $1,345,515 more 
than in 1941, marking the third consecu- 
tive substantial increase. 

The most interesting item in the report 
is the announcement that the long-stand- 
ing bank overdraft is now a thing of the 
past. At the end of 1937 this amounted to 
more than $2,000,000, It has been cleared 
off with interest charges at the average 
rate of about $400,000 per year. This an- 
nual drain on the revenue has therefore 
ceased, As a result the taxpayers may look 
for a worth while reduction in the tax-rate 
when the new council gets around to that 
chore three months hence; even if a fair 
amount of the saving is devoted to im- 
provements and the better conditioning of 
the streets. 


Closely related to this is the drop in the 
cost of unemployment relief, which has 
gone down from $349,344 three years ago 
to the calculated amount of $25,000 or less 
for the whole of the present year. The 
bulk of the overdraft which has finally 
been liquidated was piled up by capitaliz- 
ing relief costs which could not all be met 
out of current revenue in the depressed 
years. 

While the city’s bonded debt is dispro- 
portionately large and the interest rates 
out of all relation to the present value of 
money, the financial position is steadily 
and rapidly improving. The betterment is 
reflected in the fact that city bonds are 
now at par, whereas a few years ago they 
sold at a heavy discount. 
|

Field Mar- 
shal Keitel. He has the function 
of co-ordinating the functions of 
army, nevy and air force. In reality, 
Keitel is nothing—a bureaucrat, 
not a planner of grand strategy. He 
has served, in turn, under Von 
Schleicher, Blomberg and Hitler. 


Hitler has a private general staff 
of his own, headed by General Jodl! 
the man most susceptible to Hitler's 
imaginative, intuitive, and adven- 
turcus ideas of war. 

In the military hierarchy, this 
staff always has had merely an ad- 
visory capacity—although in reality 
this advice often has been decisive. 

But General Jodl has no respons- 
ibility for the execution of the war 
plan.
